From Farrow’s Scouts —From “ Seouts’ Camp, Sept. 3, 
1880,” a correspundent sends us the following: ** Lieut. E. 8. 
Farrow's command of 30 soldier sharpshooters and 20 Uma- 
tilla Indian scouts is camped to-night on Big Oreek, a tribu- 
tary of the middle fork of Salmon ‘River, and about 130 miles 
from Warren's, Idaho. For the past month Lieut. Farrow 
has been bunting the hostiles who escaped capture at the 
close of the Bannock campaign in 78, 52 of which he cap- 
tured last year. They are under Eagle Eye, and are supposed 
o be somewhere in the Salmon River Mountains; but 
although Lieut. Farrow bas thoroughly scouted the rough 
country on both sides of the Salmon to within 40 miles of 
the Big Hole River, he has not yet succeeded in striking a 
trail made this year. In order to more thoroughiy cover the 
country, be will this morning divide his command into four 
parties, some of the Indian scouts going toward Lemhi, while 
Lieut. Robertaun’s party will go toward the Seven Devil 
country, and Lieut. Benham scout toward Payette Lakes 
Lieut. Farrow will move towards the south fork of the Sal- 
mon, and probably to the head of the middle fork, calling at 
Warren's for supplies. Failing to find the hostiles in these 
mountains, the command will cross Snake River, and move 
toward the Stein Mountain country. Lieut. Farrow ha 
scouted a terribly rough and hitherto unknown country this 
summer, and bis men and animals are rather jaded. Lots of 
rocks and fallen timber have been climbed over, and a four- 
day sno «-storm up on the high ridges was one of the pleasant 
features of last week.’

First Lieut. Freperick Scuwatka, of the 3d Cavalry, of 
whose Arctic expedition we give an account elsewhere, seems 
to have been peculiarly fitted by physical and mental habit 
| and temperament for his task. The narrative of one of his 
companions, from which we quote elsewhere, says of him ; 
** Lieut. Schwatka is endowed by nature with robust health 
and a powerful frame to which fatigue seems a stranger. A 
cheerful disposition that finds amusement in the passing 
trifle, and powers of concentration that entirely abstract him 
from his surroundings, keep him free from ennui that is not 
the least disagreeable feature of life in this wilderness. And 
he possesses a very important adjunct, though to the unini 
tiated it may seem trifling, a stomach that can relish and 
digest fat. The habit of command gives him a power over 
our Inuit allies that is not to be disregarded. ‘ Esquimau 
Joe’ says he never knew them to mind any one so strictly 
and readily as they do Lieut. Schwatka. His excellent man- 
agement secured his entire party from many of the usual 
misfortunes of those in the field, and deprived the expedition 
of the sensational character it might have assumed in less 
skilful hands. All oar movements were conducted in the 
dall, methodical, business like manner of an Army on the 
march. Every contingency was calculated upon and pro- 
vided for beforehand, so that personal adventures were 
unknown or too trivial to mention.” Lieut. Schwatka, who 
is an officer of the 3d Cavalry, is a native of Illinois anda 
graduate of the Military Academy in the class of 1871. He 
took part in the Big Horn Expeditions of 1872 and 1876. His 
leave of absence to take command of the Polar Expedition 
dates from March 6, 1878.

QUARTERS AND DeTaILs For Orricers on TorRPEDO Ser- 
vicr.—In connection with General Orders No. 65, current 
series, from the Headquarters of the Army, authorizing the 
detail of lieutenants of artillery, for torpedo service at Wil- 
let’s Point, New York, the following is published for the 
information and guidance of all concerned : 

Ist. Under the date of September 16, 1880, the Secretary 
of War “authorizes the officers detailed to retain quarters 
for their families at their posts, the commanding officer at 
Willet’s Point having reported that there are no unoccupied 
quarters at the post convenient for married officers.” 

2d. Upon the question as to whether the word ‘‘ absent” 
in General Orders No. 65, is intended to apply to officers 
absent on leave, as well as on detached duty, and whether 
there is any restriction as to the length of absence which 
shall permit or prevent details under the order, the General 
of the Army, under date of September 27, 1880, determines 





that ‘the order contemplates taking into consideration the 
absence of officers on duty only,” and that “in regard to the 
length of absence which should be taken into consideration 
in making the details on the Ist of January of each year, 
absence on temporary duty which shall not extend beyond | 
three months from that date, or details which shall expire | 
within the period of three months, should not be taken into | 
account. Officers at. West Point, or on college duty, or other 
detached duty which shall extend, or be likely to extend 
beyond three months from the 1st of January, should be re- 
garded as ‘absent’ in making up the details.” Regimental 
ee will be governed accordingly (G. O. No.9. D. E., 
pt. 30.).

sity that be was under to return as swiftly as possible to 
Yokohama. To this Li rejoined that he would have been 
heartily glad to have received the Admiral.

The following letter from Admiral Howell to the Navy 
Department tells its own story

VILLEFRANCHE, Sept. 8, 1880. { 
Hon. R. W. Thompson, Secretary of the Navy, Washington: 

Sir : I take pleasure in calling the attention of the depart- 
ment to an incident which « ccurred during the passage of 
the Nipsic from Athens to Trieste. I quote from Com- 
mander Schoonmaker’s report 

Toward sundown of the 7th inst. (Augu-t), after a strong wind 
from the southeast, succeeded by a southerly gale, with a heavy 
sea, an apprentice fell overboard. ‘The boy was on board, both 
life buoys recovered, and the boat hoisted on board in just twenty 
minutes. 

I have since ascertained that the boy could not swim. 
Considering the circumstances of the weather, etc., the 
handling of the life saving material shows a training and 
discipline on board the Nipsic creditable to the officers and 
crew. Very respectfully, your obedient servant,

A short time ago we 
published an account of the rescue of some ladies from 
drowning by some of the crew of the Portsmouth. In 
August last while the ship was anchored in South West 
Harbor, Mount Desert, a party consisting of two ladies and 
a little boy, who had gone off to visit the vessel, were thrown 
into the water by the capsizing of their craft. The tide 
immediately carried them away from the ship's side and they 
were for a time in serious peril. No sooner, however, was 
the accident discovered bv those on board than six of the 
crew jumped into the water and soon succeeded in tying 
ropes around the waists of the ladies and then supported 
them while those on the gangway hauled them alongside, 
when they were taken on board in an almost exhausted con- 
dition. The young boy was saved by one of the men. who 
swam with him to the side of the ship. After the sufferers 
had received all proper medical care they were despatched to 
their hotel in one of the ship's boats. The gentlemen of 
their family visited the Portsmouth the following day to 
return their thanks to the brave fellows, and to offer them 
pecuniary reward, which was, however, declined. Upon the 
commanding officer reporting the affair to the Secretary of 
the Navy, he received a letter complimenting the men most 
bighly, which letter was read on the quarter-deck in the 
resence of the officers and men, and published in the 
ouRNAL. Shortly after this Commander Crowninshield 
received a letter from Mr. Thomas Motley, brother of the 
Historian and President of the Humane Society of Massa- 
chusetts, inquiring into the affair, and a report being sent to 
him he at once recommended the six men as being each one 
worthy of the medal of the society. This recommendation 
was favorably considered and on Thursday, Sept. 23, 
the medals were received. They were presented on Sunday 
morning last. after inspection, in the presence of the ship's 
company. The presentation was preceded by a short but 
appropriate speech by the commanding officer, congratulating 
the men on the prompt recognition of their manly deed. 
The medals are of solid silver, somewhat larger than a silver 
dollar, and more than twice as thick. One side bears the 
arms of the State of Massachusetts. Upon the reverse side 
are the words, ‘‘Awarded to ——— - , of U. 8S. 8. 
Portsmouth, for his noble exertions in assisting to save the 
lives of three persons, at the peril of his own, in South West 
Harbor, Me., Aug. 5, 1880." Around the edge were the 
words, ‘‘ Reward of merit, courage, and perseverance.”

Tue Stevens Battery was sold by auction Wednesday *fter- 
noon last by order of Washington B. Williams, a Master in 
Chancery. John C. Crevier, of Hoboken, was the auctioneer. 
The battery was sold in eight lots. Lot 1, which consisted 
of the bull of the vessel, all the boilers and engines on 
board, the boiler and Worthington pump in the yard, also 
the wooden trestle work and track and all the articles on 
the battery, was knocked down to William E. Laimbeer, a 
builder of New York. for #55,000. The other seven lots, 
which were made up of old iron and articles in the machine 
shop, the blacksmith shop, the shed, the storeroom, and the 
yard were sold for $11,000 altogether. Two years ago 
$125,060 was offered for the battery. The battery was 
bequeathed to the State of New Jersey by Mr. Stevens, 
but the heirs have since bronght suit to have tne title 
declared to be in them. The courts refused to approve 
their, claim, and they appealed to the United States Court. 
Chis appeal is still pending. In their petition for the sale 
of the battery the heirs alleged that the battery cannot be! 
used in its present shape for any purpose, and tliat it 
will teke $500,000 to complete it. The purchaser was 
given six months to remove the battery. The heirs of Mr. 
Stevens, as they contemplate the net sum received from 
their $66,000, after deducting expenses, will have good 
reason to regret the obstinate folly which led to the ex- 
penditure of so much wealth to carry out the crude ideas |

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LIEUT. SCHWATKA’S ARCTIC SEARCH. 

In the last number of the Journat the general results 
were given of Lieut. Schwatka’s search for records of 
the Franklin expedition. Letters New York 
Herald now give more details of interest. It seems 
that the first thing done, on arriving in the Arctic 
region, was to sift Capt. Barry’s theory, on which the 
Schwatka expedition was founded, and to find that there 
was nothing in it, except that Capt. Barry had a Frank

This journey was undertaken in the spring of last 


year. Their igloo life of the winter before, at Camp 
Daly, had inured the explorers to the climate, and 
eight months in the country had taught them to live 
like the natives. The account says: 

It was eleven o'clock on the morning of the Ist of April 


when the three heavily laden sledges noved out from Camp 
Daly on to the shore ice of Hudson's Bay and commenced the 
long march toward King William Land. Lieut. Schwatka’s 
preliminary journey in the direction of Wager River, during 
mid-winter, had determined him upon taking that route, 
though across land entirely unknown either to previous ex 
plorers or to any natives with whom we had come in con- 


tact. The party was composed of four white men, Lieut. 
Frederick Schwatka, United States Army, commander; W 
H. Gilder, second in command; Henry W. Klutschak and 
Frank Melms, with thirteen Inuits, as follows: ‘ Esquimau 
Joe,” interpreter ; Neepshark, his wife ; Toolooah, dog driver 
and bunter ; Toolooahelek, his wife, and one child ; Equee- 
sik (Netchillik Inuit), dog driver and hunter ; Katcheennark, 
his wife, and one child ; Ishnark, Karleko, his wife; Koo- 


mana, their son, aged about thirteen, and Mit-coleice an 
Owanork, Equeesik’s brothers, aged respectively about 
twenty and thirteen. The sleds were drawn by forty-two 
dogs, aecurnulated by hard work, persistent effort and oyer- 
powering liberality with regard to guns, ammunition, and 
other articles of trade.

In 
France 700 francs per year and 1,000 francs for outfit is 
required ; but these charges may be remitted in whole 
or in part, and abcut one-fourth are so remitted. In 
Germany the parent has to pay 30 marks (about $7.50) 
per month up to the time the cadet receives the com- 
mission of lieutenant. This is in addition to outfit, etc. 
In Italy 900 lire, or #180 per year is the fee paid.

But, for the present at any rate, it is difficult to under- 
stand how any authority with the honor of India, and 
consequently of England, at heart, can have issued or- 
ders for what might, and, it is to be greatly feared, 
will, have such a result as this advance of a force, 
of which all bases of operation is cut off by the 








evacuation of Cabul. With Kelat-i-Gilzie to relieve en 
with Guznie not improbably in the hands of the 
enemy ; with the whole country, and all the wandering 
tribes of Afghans in arms against us; who can wonder 
if General Roberts fails to reach Kandahar in time to 
effect the desired junction with General Primrose ?” 
Still the writer will no doubt be glad to have had to 
sacrifice any pride of individual opinion to the national 
gain effected by the easy, complete, and brilliant suc- 
cess of Gen. Koberts’s march. 


Tue report of Gen, Terry on the Standing Rock 
troubles, which we fully reviewed last week, indepen. 
dently of vindicating the action of Gen. Carlin through ; 
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out, shows that an Indian as well as a white man has 
some rights in this free country. It also shows that 
reservation Indians are sometimes deprived of these 
rights by the mere caprice or malice of their agents, or 
through the ignorance of their agents, imposed upon by 
some person who has a purpose to serve. 

In the report of Gen. Terry it was shown that a 
deliberate attempt was made by the agent at Standing 
Rock to prevent Indian scouts from dancing, in the 
quarters under charge and command of Gen. Carlin. 
Of course the agent had no jurisdiction in the matter, 
and soon learned the fact. But, even if he had 
possessed it, think of forbidding Indians to dance, when 
they have no occupation, and no other amusement in 
the world! Think of forbidding an Indian to hunt to 
avoid starvation, when he can only procure a gun for 
that purpose by borrowing it from the military com- 
mander! Think of gravely preferring complaints 
against this post commander for lending a gun (an 
Indian’s gun too), to enable him to supply himself with 
game, when he is sentenced virtually to starvation by 
the agent, who has refused to issue rations to him for 
more thana year! Think of an agent using hisinfluence to 
have an important military post abandoned (aad nearly 
succecding) because of lending this gun to an Indian, 
and for a few other puerile and false grounds of com- 
plaints. 

If this kind of thing were universal, the Indian 
reservations would become little short of despotisms. 
In the present case, as in many others, Army officers 
have espoused the cause of the Indian in all proper and 
peaceful liberties, just as they have been quick to 
restrain him when hostile. 


Tue small arms manufactories of New York and New 
New England are being visited by two English officials, 
Maj. W. H. King Harman, R. A., late Asst. Superin- 
tendent, and Mr. F. Perry, Manager of the Royal Ar- 
mory. The purpose of this visit is to inspect the ad- 
vanced processesof American armories, and to acquire 
correct information as to the system of distributing work 
among contractors. We are glad to know that Major 
Harman and his companion have been received with 
generous courtesy by the Washington authorities, Gen. 
Benét having, at the request of the State Department, 
given them letters of introduction to the several great 
factories of small arms, in which, it need hardly be said, 
they have been offered all the facilities needed for an 
examination. During the first half of September the 
two English experts spent several days at the works of 
the Providence Tool Company, the examination of the 
relative merits of the Peabody-Martini and the Martini- 
Henry being naturally an especial object of their journey 
over sea. The expresssions of Messrs. Harman and 
Perry regarding the Boxer cartridge emphasize the 
geveral feeling among military men against that clumsy 
ammupition. It seems that the reports of English 
officers detailed to observe the Russo-Turkish campaign 
have noted a superiority in the range and trajectory of 
the American arm over the English production. While 
thie superiority is doubtless in a large degree justly 
ascribed to the detrimental results of the Boxer, we 
are betraying no confidence, we believe, in saying that 
the better general construction and finish of the Ameri- 
can gun was conceded by our visitors.

A new rifle, the invention of Professor Hebler, has 
been tried in Zurich. The arm resembles the Mauser 
rifle in its construction, and bas a calibre of seven mil- 
lim. The projectile is a long pointed ball of hard lead, 
weighing twelve grammes; the charge is five grammes. 
The inventor expects, in consequence of the heavy 
charge, to obtain an initial velocity of 600 metres. With 
arange of 1,700 metres, the results obtained were very 
satisfactory. The new rifle has aroused considerable 
interest in German military circles. 


On Sept. 21, crowds gathered on the Montreal water front 
to witness the blowing up of a 100-ton vessel by torpedoes 
in the harbor. At 11 o'clock a preliminary explosion took 
place, which sent up tons of water 30 or 40 feet. This was 
no sooner over than the chief discharge occurred, blowing 
the vessel with its crew of dummy men-of-war's men into 
thousands of fragments.

CIVILIZING THE INDIANS. 
Fort MoKryyey, Wyo. Ter., Aug. 31, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 


Sir: The last decade furnishes sufficient data without 
taking a retrospective yiew of the past hundred years, 
by which to foretell the ultimate fate of the Indians. 
The Modoc outbreak, the Bannock war, the Sioux 
wars, the Cheyenne wars, the Ute war, and many 
others, without mentioning the interminable conflict 
with the southwestern tribes which even now is in active 
pregress, if carefully studied, will warrant the convic- 
tion that our present civilization of the Indian is a 
failure. The history of the past, extending through our 
best efforts at civilization, together with those physical 
laws, which trace out an unmistakable course, point 
to the same fact, that ere many years have passed by, the 
Red Cloud and Spotted Tail Indians, the Crow Nation, 
and other tribes, will have been in arms. Already the 
railroad is making inroads on their reservations, which 
may hasten the result. There is no alternative, no 
escape, but to change our present mode of applying our 
policy. 

Whatever civilization the Indians at present possess 
is of no permanent value; it is built on insecure fuun- 
dations. Civilization cannot be guaged by acres of corn 
planted, nor by the present peacefulness of any particu- 
lar tribe, which may be the result of!numerical weakness. 

We administer to the Indian allopathic dose of 
civilization—** it was good for us, it is good for him”— 
regardless of the laws which govern him. We never 
reason d priori astohim. We christianize him before 
his mind has been called forth from the dark supersti- 
tion and ferocity in which it has existed for ages, and 
before it is capable of unfolding and receiving the 
beauties, beneficence and first rudiments of Christianity. 
We appeal to his sensations through religion, neglecting 
his mental develop nent, that he may know certain 
truths, forgetting that it required even of the proud 
Caucasian race ages before these same truths were 
understood. The Christian religion appeals to the 
intellect; the Indian nature requires something tangi- 
ble, visible, and before we can expect any lasting impres- 
sion to be made on him by religion, we must prepare 
his mind, by secular education, for it. We turn the 
poor savage, ad infinitum, into husbandmen, never 
adapting the pursuit to the inclination of the individual 
under instruction, which nature requires and common 
sense should dictate. Everyone who has travelled 
through the Indian country must be struck by the 
inferior scholastic attainments of the average Indian 
agent. Men who know not even the first law which 
governed their own physical and intellectual develop- 
ment, ignorant of history, incapable of tracing the 
progress of nations and of races which have emerged 
from barbarism; men who by their weakness and 
the insecurity of their positions cater to that 
pernicious class, ‘‘squaw men” who infest an 
agency. These squaw men control the agent, 
through their influence with the Indians. They 
are the refugees of justice, the outcasts of society, 
who, by their example and presence, are as baneful as a 
dishonest agent. The agent is incapable of freeing him- 
self from them, if he would, as he lacks the power to 
support him. We expect to civilize the Indians (by 
these instruments), a race of fierce savages, when it re- 
quired the brightest minds of England, learned in every 
department of human knowledge, to civilize a more 
tractable race in India. History is staring us in the face: 
continue as we have, and its finger will point to the dis- 
grace of our having extermioated the first possessors of 
the soil. Change the peace policy ? Ne, but the mode 
of administering it. Send men of education, of science, 
students of history, forth for the work; clothe the agent 
with well defined powers and security for his position, 
select him for his executive and administrative abilities, 
associate with him these men, and ministers, whose 
learning equals their piety, that the Indian's moral and 
religious education, may go on hand in hand with his 
intellectual. Teach the Indian the English language, 
substitute our popular and national ballads for his war 
songs. Let him know and feel that he is a man. Change 
his tribal customs into a mild system of civil and penal 
law. The element of force, held in suspension, used 
only when necessary, is not to be lost sight of. A world 
of changes offer themselves, not radical; the metamor- 
phosis must be gradual At first some few outbreaks 
and a spirit of restlessness will result, but whatever 
they accomplish will have a permanent root, and a con- 
tinuance of the policy that history points out, patiently 
and with charity, will give the desired result—Civiliza- 
tion. .

A NEW DRILL PROPOSED. 


In our notice of the meeting at Governor's Island last 
week, we referred briefly to Lieut. Zalinski’s descrip- 
tion of his anemometer, which is the result of the in- 
|vestigation of the deflecting action of the wind upon 
tillery projectiles, which he has been conducting at 
Fort Monroe. Applying the knowledge thus acquired 
tu the deviation of rifle bullets, he has made some cal- 
culations to measure this deviation. The elements of 
the calculation are the direction of the wind relatively 
to the line of fire, its velocity, and a factor he calls *‘ a 
co-efficient of deviation.” To estimate the velocity is 
the most difficult attainment, and to cultivate this judg- 
ment Lieut. Zalinski suggests ‘‘ a judging velocity of 
wind exercise.” He says : 

Each company is to be supplied with an anemometer. Its read- 
ings bein: announced to the men, they are to be directed to ob 
serve the manner in which the boughs of trees and fligs are 
affected thereby, as also the sensation pro /uced upon the face and 
other portions uf the body. This exercise is to be alterna ed by 
exercises where they are required to judge of the veloci'y, this 
be ng recorded with a simuitaneous reaving of the anemometer, 
and the results afterwards shown the sodier. These exercises 
need not occupy more than a few minutes of each drill hour or 
firing exercise. “ lo a comparatively snort time the sol ier will be 
able to dis inguish and desiguate v urging vel ci ies of wind, An 
other step wil be to have ia the suldier’s score book a represent- 
ation of the wind-aial with the clock dial graiuation. Oa concen- 
tric circles are to be marked he values of th» corresponding 
deviating, retarding and accelerating components for eacu * half 
hour” of the dia!. By inspecting this, he will learn at once, tht 
when the direction of the wind is between * XI" and “I” or ““V" 
and * Vi,” peculiar vigilance is required. Ia these cases, a slight 
change ia direction makes a great change not alone in the abso- 
lute umount of ceflecting action, but in its direction to the right or 
left Ine dangers of a so calle “fishtail wind” becouw more 
tangible, and will be more rea ily met. He will learn that when 
the wind is anywhere between “Ii and “IV" o° “ VILL" and 
** X” that the changes, iu value, of the deviating compoant «re 
comparatively siizht, and that hs sight adjusimeut need »ot ne- 
cessarily be changed when the velocity of the wind does not vary 
es entially. He will perceive that so slight a change of direction 
as“ half past cieven”’ or * half past twelve’ mean more (han one- 
sourth of the tot 1 wind force, acting as deviating, and that at **X1,"’ 
“Ls and “VII" one Aaif of the tota! force is deviating. The co- 
efficients of deviation for different ronges being place! io the 
score book, the soldier becomes familiarized with them by cona- 
stant use upou the target range. He is }ow provided with all the 
elem ents for making a calculation of the amount of sight adjust- 
ment rm quired for any conditions of wind. 


The suggestion is an interesting one, but we have our 
doubts whether, with his mathematical calculations for 
determining the direction in which a gun should be 
pointed in target practice, Lieut. Zalinski may not get 
beyond the depth even of that scientific expert, the 
enlisted man of the Army. His system is no doubt 
valuable, as applied to the sighting of artillery, but we 
doubt its value in rifle practice. 





ANDRE AND HALE. 


In hia address, at the dedication of the Andre monu- 
ment, at Tarrytown, N. Y., last week, the orator of the 
day, Chauncey M. Depew, said: 

‘* Andre’s story is the one overmastering romance of 
the revolution. American and English literature are 
full of eloquence and poetry in tribute to his memory 
and sympathy for his fate. After the lapse of a hun- 
dred years there is no abatement of absorbing interest. 
What had this young man done to merit immortality ? 
The mission, whose tragic issue lifted him out of the 
oblivion of other minor British officers, in its inception 
was free from peril or daring, and its objects and pur- 
poses were utterly infamous. Had he succeeded by the 
desecration of the honorable uses of passes and flags of 
truce, his name would have been held in everlasting 
execration. In his failure, the infant Republic escaped 
the dagger with which he was feeling for its heart, and 
the crime was drowned in tears for his untimely end. 
His vouth and beauty, his skill with pen and pencil, his 
effervescing spirits and magnetic disposition, the bright- 
ness of his life, the calm courage in the gloom of his 
death, his early love and disappointment, and the im- 
age of his lost Honora hid in his mouth when captured 
in Canada, with the exclamation, ‘That saved, I care 
not for all the rest,’ and nestling in his bosom when he 
was slain, surrounded him with a halo of poetry and 
pity which have secured for him what he most sought 
and could never have won in battles and sieges—a fame 
and recognition which have outlived that of all the 
generals whom he served. 

‘** Are kings only grateful, and do republics forget ? 
Is fame a travesty, and the judgment of mankind a 
farce? America had a parallel case in Captain Nathan 
Hale. Of the same age as Andre, he graduated at Yale 
College with high honors, enlisted in the patriot cause 
at the beginning of tke contest, and secured the love 
and confidence of all about him. When none else 
would go upon a most important and perilous mission, 
he volunteered, and was captured by the British. 
While Andre received every kindness, courtesy and at- 
tention, and was fed from Washington's table, Hale was 
thrust into a noisome dungeon in the sugar-house. 
While Andre was tried by a board of officers, and had 
ample time and every facility for defence, Hale was 
summarily ordered into execution the next morning. 
While Andre’s last wishes and bequests were sacredly 
followed, the infamous Cunningham tore from Hale his 
cherished Bible, and destroyed before his eyes his last 
letters to his mother and sister, and asked him what 
he had to say. ‘All 1 have to say,’ was Hale's reply, 
‘I regret I have but one life to lose for my country.’ 
His death was concealed for months, because Cunning- 
ham said he did not want the rebels to know they had a 
man who could die so bravely. And yet, while Andre 
rests in that grandest of mausoieums, where the proudest 
of nations garners the remains and perpetuates the mem- 
ories of its most eminent and honored children, the 
name ard deeds of Nathan Hale have passed into obliv- 
ion, and only a simple tomb in a village church-yard 
marks his resting-place. The dying declarations of 
Andre and Hale express the animating spirit of their 
several armies, and teach why, with all her power, Eng- 
land could not conquer America. ‘I call upon you to 
witness that I die like a brave man,’ said Andre, and he 
spoke from British and Hessian surroundings, seeking

TRIAL OF MACHINE GUNS IN ENGLAND. 


WE have before us a copy of the interesting report 
of the recent experiments between the Nordenfelt and 
Hotchkiss machine guns, which report was called for by 
an order of the House of Commons, dated June 14, 1880. 
It is accompanied by diagrams, showing the destructive 
effect of the fire of the two guns on torpedn boats. The 
first was a broadside fire, commencing at 1,500 yards 
and coming down to 100 yards. This was repeated in 
the second and third with 129 rounds from the Hotchkiss 
with 35 hits, and 330 rounds from the Nordenfelt with 
65 hits. The damage done by the Hotchkiss showed 
three piston rods bent, two shots through steam chest, 
and three angle irons broken. One shot from the Nor 
denfelt cut } through foremost piston rod and bent the 
second one. The fourth and fifth runs were end on run 
in which the Hotchkiss fired 103 rounds and made 54 
hits, and the Nordenfelt fired 349 rounds and made 117 
hits. The Hotchkiss scored and bent three starboard 
pistons and one port piston and destroyed the cylinders 
of the engine. The Nordenfelt scored and bent one 
piston rod and knocked a box, representing the cylin- 
ders, to pieces. Fourteen of the Hotchkiss shots were 
steel shells without powder. From the 40 remaining 
shots there were 1,200 fragments in the vessel, which 
fact is not noted in the report. In the sixth run the 
Hotchkiss fired 50 rounds with 36 hits, and the Norden- 
felt 185 rounds with 115 hits. In both cases the target 
is reported as ‘* much damaged.” In this last round the 
Hotchkiss used all shells, and must have landed 900 
fragments in the boat. The report, which is made by 
Capt. J. O. Hopkins, of H. M. 8. Hacellent, says: ‘‘The 
Hotchkiss gun, firing shell slightly over a pound in 
weight, at the rate of fourteen or fifteen minutes (taking 
the average of all the runs), is undoubtedly a verv 
destructive weapon, and, as will be seen by a report of 
the trials against plates, it possesses greater penetration 
power than the Nordenfelt. ‘ Shot for shot 
the Hotchkiss is the most powerful gun of the two used 
in these trials, and, as the system apparently admits of 
greatly increased size and consequent"power of projec 
tiles, it would appear to be very desirable to give it a 
thorough trial, and more especially with guns of large 
calibre; and it is probable that although it may or may 
not be equal to the Nordenfelt gun for the above parti- 
cular purpose, yet it, and its larger brethren may be 
found a most useful and important addition to the arma- 
ment of H. M. ships.’ 

The English government have already ordered two of 
the large Hotchkiss guns, and the trials are now going 
on at Portsmouth. One of the guns is 1{ in. bore, 
carrying 24 lb. projectiles, and is fired from the shoulder; 
the other is a 2 1-10 inch bore, carrying a4 1b. projectile. 
The report says: ‘‘It would appear from the result of 
these experiments that in daylight, and at speeds up to 
eight knots, it would be impossible for a torpedo-boat to 
apprvach a ship defended properly by the fire of either 
of these guns, provided the gunners were sufliciently 
trained, acd remained cool and collected. The number 
of hits also in any one run was so largely in excess of 
what would be required for the purpose of disabling a 
torpedo-boat, that a very considerable margia is left to 
balance the advantages which the attack would de- 
rive from greatly increased speed, confusion, or surprise 
on the part of the defence, and guns being worked by 
men not so well trained to their use as they were on this 
occasion.” When the range and variation in elevation 


tected a position as possible, and it should be a sine gua 
non that some sort of cover should be provided for the 
crew. They should have a clear and unobstructed fire, 
and be so situated as to be readily got at and worked by 
the men. In addition to the above, all ships larger than 
the gun-vessel class should be provided with good 
mitrailleurs in their tops, and, should the experiments 
with machine guns of the heavier natures prove their 
value, with an armament of these guns on the upper 
decks to fire through ports, or at any rate from behind 
good cover. Another point, well worthy of considera- 
tion, is the advisability of employing machine guns of 
the types experimented with as the armament of steam 
launches and pinnaces. Mounted in these boats, they 
would probabiy be a very considerable addition to their 
fighting power, and particularly when doing duty as 
guard-boats. Should this be tried, provision would 
have to be made in the construction of the boats so as 
to afford them a rigid mounting.” 





A VIKING’S SHIP. 

Near the little town of Gogstad, Norway, is what is 
known as the King’s Hill (Kongshaugs), where, accord- 
ing to the ancient tradition, a mighty king lay buried. 
Superstition has prevented an investigation of the mole, 
150 feet high, covered with green turf, under which he 
was supposed to lie. Recently irreverent hands have 
uncovered this mound, with a result which has lately 
been described by a correspondent of the London Times. 
The excavation which took place in April and May last 
revealed the whole body of an old Viking vessel, 74 feet 
long between stem and stern, 16 feet broad amidships, 
drawing 5 feet, and with twenty ribs. This is by far 
the largest craft found from the olden times. In 1863 
the Danish Professor Engelhardt dug out from the turf- 
moor at Nydam, in Schlesvig, a vessel 45 feet in length. 
and in 1867 another was found at Tune, in Norway, 43 
feet long; but neither of these can, in completeness or 
appointment, be compared with the craft now excavated 
at Gogstad. The tumulus is now nearly a mile distant 
from the sea, but it is evident from the nature of the 
alluvial soil that in olden times the waves washed its 
base. The vessel had consequently been drawn up im- 
mediately from the fjord, and placed upon a layer of 
fascines or hurdles of hazel branches and moss; the 
sides had then been covered with stiff clay, and the 
whole been filled up with earth and sand to form the 
funereal hill. But the craft is placed with the stem to- 
wards the sea It was the grand imagination of the 
period that when the great Father of the Universe 
should call him, the mighty chieftain might start from 
the funereal hill with his fully-appointed vessel out upon 
the blue ocean. 

The wooden stock, perforated to hold the anchor, was 
formed of two or three sinall oaken boats of very ele- 
gant shape, and oars, some of them 20 feet long and 
very nearly like those used in English rowing matches, 
ending in a small, finely-cut blade, some of them with 
ornamental carvings. The bottom-deals, as well pre- 
served as if they were of yesterday, are ornamented 
with circular lines. Several pieces of wood had the 
appearance of having belonged to sledges, and some 
beams and deals are supposed to have formed compart- 
ments dividing the banks of the rowers on each side 
from a passage or corridor in the middle. In a heap of 
oaken chips and splinters was found an elegantly shaped 
hatchet, a couple of inches long, of the shape peculiar 
to the younger Iron Age. Some lvose beams ended in 
roughly carved dragons’ heads, painted in the same col- 
ore as the bows and sides of the vessel—to wit, yellow 
and black. All along the sides, nearly from stem to 
stern, and on the outside, extended a row of circular 
shields, placed like the scales of a fish. Nearly 100 of 
these are remaining, partly painted in yellow and black, 
but in many of them the wood had been consumed and 
only the central iron plate is preserved. From the fam- 
ous tapestry of Bayeux it is well known that the ancient 
viking vessels had these rows of shields along the free- 
board, but it was supposed that they were those used 
by the warriors in the strife, and only placed there for 
convenience. It is now clear that they had only an 
ornamental purpose, being of very thin wood, not thicker 
than stiff pasteboard, unable to ward off any serious hit 
from a sword. In the middle of the vessel a large oaken 
block, solidly fastened to the bottom, has a square hole 





due to distance was obtained, ‘‘the effect of the fire did 
not seem to be influenced much by the nearer approach 
of the gunboats, most of the shot and shell taking effect | 
and others falling just beyond and short of the target, 
until the range was reduced to 100 to 300 yards, when 
the larger mark and growing confidence of the men in 
hitting it caused the rapidity of the fire to be greatly in- 
creased, and nearly all the shots seemed to strike, and 
this when the change of position of the target was great- 
est and opportunity of cbscrving most thorough.” The 
report says: 

‘The question arises now that some conclusions are 
able to be drawn as to the probable useful effect of 
machine guns of the size tried in these experiments as a 
protection against the attack of torpedo boats and other 
craft of that nature, as well as their offensive powers 
against unarmored ships and lightly built structures 
generally, to what extent they should be used, and in 
what proportion they should be supplied to ships of all 
classes? In answer to this question, it is suggested that 
all classes of ships should be so fitted and armed as to 
command an all-round fire with guns of the type 
represented by the 1” Nordenfelt, and that all large 
ships should be able to bring the concentrated fire of at 
least two guns of this kind on any point of the compass. 
In order to accomplish this, the following isa rough 
sketch of the number of guns that would probably be 
required for each class: All ships of the corvette class 
and above should have one.on each bow and one on each 
quarter; the larger class of corvettes one on each side 
in addition ; frigates and iron-clads (broadside) two on 
each side in addition; turret ships and rams should be 
specially provided for; gunboats and gun vessels, one 
forward and one aft. These guns should be placed as 
low down /. ¢., as near the upper deck, and in as pro- 
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for the mast, and several contrivances show that the 
mast was constructed for being laid down aft. Some 
pieces 01 tow and a few shreds of woollen stuff, prob- 
ably the main sail, were found here. In this part of the 
vessel was built the funeral chamber, formed by strong 
planks and beams placed obliquely against each other, 
and covering a room of nearly 15 feet square. Here, 
just as expectations were raised to the highest pitch, a 
bitter disappointment awaited the explorers. Somebody 
had been there before them. Either in olden times, 
when the costly weapons of an entombed hero tempted 
the surviving warriors, or in some more modern period, 
when the greediness for treasure was supreme in men’s 
minds, the funereal hill bas been desecrated, its contents 
pilfered and dispersed, and what has been left is only 
due to the haste and fear under which the grave robbers 
have worked. A few human bones, some shreds of a 
sort of brocade, several fragments ot bridles, of saddles, 
and the like in bronze, silver, and lead, and a couple of 
metal buttons, one of them with a remarkable represen 
tation of a cavalier with lowered lance, are all that ha, 
been got together from the heap of earth and peat fill” 
ing the funereal chamber. On each side of it, however, 
were discovered the bones of a horse and of two or 
three hounds. In the forepart of the ship was found a. 
large copper vessel, supposed to be the kitchen caldron 
of the equipage, hammered out of a sole piece of cop- 
per, and giving a most favorable proof of that remote 
period’s handicraft. Another iron vessel with handles, 
and with the chain for hanging it over the fire, lay close 
to a number of small wooden drinking cups. The de- 
tailed account of all these objects would claim too much 
space. The tumulus is supposed to date back to about

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


It is now probable that the provisious of Ute re- 
moval will be curried out, as the necessary number of 
signatures is said to be obtained. Secretary Schurz has 
received the following telegram from Mr. Manypenny, 
the chairman of the Ute Commission : 

Aamosa, Cox., Sept. 23, 1880. 

The commission have secured to the instrument of ratifica- 
tion the signatures of 582 adult males of the confederated 
bands of the Indians in Colorado, This numbe: is more 
than three-fourths of the male adults of the Ute bands. We 
wait your orders. 

Of the movement against Victoria which we reported 
last week, the Boston Herald says: The purpose of the 
combination was to surround the Indians on all sides 
and move simultaneously to the attack. It is believed 
that this movement will result in the capture or total 
annihilation of the Indians. At the War Office it is be- 
lieved that the Indians will fight to the death, that not 
one of them will surrender. The mountains where the 
Indians have taken refuge are of the most rugged char- 
acter, peculiarly adapted for ambuscades and bush- 
whacking, and if the troops should succeed iu penning 
the Indians up there will be some lively fighting. It is, 
however, the desire of both governments that Victoria 
and his band should be speedily captured or annihiluted, 
and it is believed that one or the other will be accom- 
plished by the combination referred to. it is understood 
that Victoria’s band is now composed entirely of Mes- 
calero Apaches, the best mountaineers among the south- 
ern Indians, equal in every respect to the best of the 
Utes, and a hard fight is expected, 

A Washington despatch says: Infurmation received 
here from Ei Paso is to the effect that while Dr. Hen- 
derson, a young surgeon on duty with Col. Carpenter’s 
battalion, was going from his camp to Eagle Springs 
with an escort of cavalry, he saw some loose ponies on 
the foot of the hills, near Sierra Blanc, and pro to 
the escort to try and take them in. In the effort, one 
of the soldiers wandered from his comrades after the 
party had resumed the beaten trail and gone into camp. 
The lost man suddenly appeared bareheaded, without 
his horse, worn out and dust begrimed, and reported 
that he had been cut off by seven Indians, six afoot and 
one on a mule; that they bad chased him until his horse 
gave out; and that he had then on foot beaten them 
until they came in sight of the camp, when the Indians 
turned back. An officer was sent out, found the hos- 
tile camp, which had been precipitately abandoned, and 
showed evidences that it had been occupied by seven 
warriors, one squaw and one papoose, evidently a re- 
connoitering party on the look out. Equipments 
belonging to one of the men in the main fight with Vic- 
toria, together with the coat and other effects of the 
stage driver killed some time since, were found, and 
the trail was followed to the Rio Grande above Ojo 
Caliente, Texas, where it crossed into Chihuahua, 
Mexicu. 

A San Francisco despatch from Tucson, Arizona, 
September 30, says two miners report that Gen. Carr 
had a fight with a small party of Victoria’s band, 
eighteen in number, in the Hatchet Mountains, killing 
them all. 

An officer just from Fort Keogh, reports 1,100 hostile 
Sioux there, with some 200 more on the march; most of them 
very destitute and submissive. 


Sournern War Crarms.—General Hancock has at 
last been heard from on the subject of Southern war 
claims, and heard from in a way unmistakable. This 


is his letter : 
Governor's IsLanp, New York, Sept. 23, 1880. 
To Theotore Vo k, Hsq., ‘in nu ti, Ohio: 

Dear Sie: Your letter of the 20th inst. has been re- 
ceived. 

I regret that you are disturbed about the effect of that 
bugbear ‘‘ Southern war claims.” The people cannot be mis- 
led by it. To suppose that ‘‘rebel claims,” or claims in the 
interest of persons who were in rebellion, can in any way or 
in any degree be countenanccd, is ai imputation of disloy- 
alty such as used to be made against Democrats even when 
they were inarms defending the country. So far as it touches 
me, I‘denouuce it. The Government can never pay a debt, 
pension, or reward of any sort, for waging war upon its own 
existence ; nor could I be induced to approve or encourage 
payment of such debt, pension or reward. Nobody — 
or wants such unnatural action. To propose it would be an 
insult to the intelligence and honor of our people. When 
rebellion was crushed the heresy of secession in every form 
and in every incident went down forever, It is a thing of 
the dead past. We move forward, not backward. IfI were 
President I would veto all legislation which might come be- 
fore me providing for the consideration or payment of claims 
of any kind for losses or damages by persons who were in re- 
bellion, whether pardoned or not. 

In relation to ** Union war claims,” the Government's obli- 
gations to its defenders come first. They are lasting and sa- 
cred. The public laws of, civilized nations do not in general 
recognize claims for injuries to property resulting from the 
operations of war, Nevertheless our Government has treated 
with great indulgence the claims for losses and damages suf- 
fered by Union men from the military operations of the war 
for the Union. But as hostilities were closed more than fif- 
teen years ago, claims of that nature—now mostly in the 
hands of brokers or persons other than the original suffererse— 
are becoming stale, and in my judgment might fairly be con- 
sidered as barred by the lapse of time, and if hereafter en- 
tertained at all, should be subjected to the strictest scrutiny.

“The rear sight of the Peabody was elevated for this 
shoot, to correspond to the mark 200 on the base of the 
sight ; on the Springfield gun it was elevated to a point about 
midway between the 100 and 200 marks. One trial shot was 
had with each gun before beginning the record of the score, 
the P. making a bull's eye, 5, and the 8. a centre, 4. The 
sights on the Peabody for 100 and 200 yards are correctly 
placed and are just splendid. If I want the gun to carry the 

lito the mark at 200 yards, I simply elevate the rea 
sight to correspond to the figures 200 marked on the base of 
the sight, and it does the work with a degree of certainty 
which I dare pronounce absolute. 

“The sights are put on the Springfield guns by a genera 

rule, and are, in a majority of the guns, furnished to the 
Army, unreliable. Had the sight been raised for this shoot 
to correspond to the 200 mark, the gun would have shot from 
10 to 12 inches too high. This fallacy, relative to the sights 
and their figures, which is proven to exist in the Springtield 
guns, or a majority of them, has no existence in the Peabody 
rifle, at least it has no existence at any range up to and in- 
cluding 200 yards. I have not tested the gun above 200 yards’ 
range, but will do so as soon as [ have an opportunity. The 
range here at present is restricted to 200 yards. ‘The Spring- 
field gun used in this slight comparative test shoot was one 
of a lot of four selected and sent here from the Rock Island 
Arsenal. Previous to their leaving the arsenal the pull on 
their triggers was reduced from the rather ancient pull of 
about 9 pounds to a minimum of 6 pounds, and they were 
also tested by actual firing! so I am informed, and were pro- 
nounced choice guns. You see it was a select gun ; besides, it 
had been modernized to some extent. Had one of our com- 
mon guns been used in this match, I am confident this record 
would have shown it more remotely behind the Peabody.” 
In another letter he says of the Peabody-Martini: * It does 
not give out as much recoil as the Springfield gun. It is 
shorter than the Springticid, is not so heavy by 3! ounces, 
and the pull on the trigger is lighter. These are e of the 
points in its favor, which help to make it with me a much 
more desirable gun than the Springfield rifle.

THE MASSACHUSETTS CAMP—SECOND BRIGADE. 

The 1st Brigade Massachusetts Volunteer militia, Gen. 
Hobart Moore the 
State grounds, Framingham, September 12 to 18, inclusive 
The brigade went in one day earlier than is the custom, 
owing to the necessity of the whole command proceeding to 
Boston on Friday to participate in the grand celebration of 
Boston’s 250th birthday. The camp routine embraced a con- 
tinuous line of work, from reveille to tattoo. On Tuesday 
and Wednesday all the organizations comprising the brigade 
were inspected, and on Thursday his Excellency Governor 
Long was present and reviewed the troops. The camp was 
pitched in somewhat different style from that of the 2d Bri 
gade, companies being quartered entirely upon one of 
the company streets, Instead of four tents upon either side 
as in Gen. Sutton’s brigade. It gives the whole line a solid 
and symmetrical look, to say nothing of the great advantage 
to be derived from rapid company formations. Headquarters 
were generally geen in the form of a V. Brigade head- 
quarters were the same as last year, and a handsome camp 
color floated from a lofty flag staff in front of the large re- 
ception marquee. The 6thregiment, Col. Beal, held the right 
of the brigade line, followed by the Ist regiment, Col. Wales, 
and the 2d regiment, Col. Bridges, Battery B, Light Artillery, 
Capt. Allen, and Co. F, cavalry, Capt. Fletcher, held th« 
extreme left. Shortly before 2p. m. preparations were begun 
for the review, and promptly on the _ the regimental and 
company bands, which hal consolidated at brigade head- 
quarters in one grand band of 110 musicians, struck up. 
The brigade line was formed under the supervision of Lieut.- 
Col. Bolster, A. A. G., assisterl by two aids, The 6th regi 
ment got away first, aud was nearly half way to its position 
before the Ist and 24 started. The artillery and cavalry 
were prompt. Markers were thrown out in excellent style, 
and in a very few moments the formation was completed.

The new uniform makes 
the regiment unrecognizable, were it not for the old and 
familiar dress hat. The 6th did admirably, and we have 
pever seen the organization to better advantage. Next came 
the Ist regiment, with Col. Wales at its head, and twelve 
solid commands of 20 files front. The colonel and staff made 
an excellent salute, and the regiment passed with a slashing 
cadence, which was given by the ‘ old” 4th Battalion that 
now holds the right of the line. Distances were well kept, 
except in one instance in the centre battalion, where a con- 
siderable gain was shown. The alignments were beautifully 
maintained, and ranks were well closed, the rear rank men 
living up strictly to the facing distance clause, The set up 
in most commands was good, and the general steadiness of 
the men is to be complimented. Salntes were well rendered 
throughont the organization.

ment. From Col. Bridges and staff down to the second lien- 
tenang salutes were all well given, barring the tendency to 
recovet too soon, The marching was good, the regiment 


having a fine cadence. Ranks were well closed, distances 
good, except between first and second companies, where a 
gain was shown, and the steadiness of both officers and men 
was noticeable. Alignments were excellent. Capt. Alien, 
commanding Battery B, Light Artillery, saluted handsomely, 
and the trim little command did well in almost every respect. 
The alignments were the real points for criticism, the line of 
pieces in the first platoon being poor ; and the same can be 
said of the second platoon's caissons. Otherwise, there was 
nothing for us to do but to praise the steadiness of the can- 
noneers and the correct details of the salutes. Horses worked 
together well. We have rarely seen a better set of cavalry 
than in Co. F, under Capt. Fletcher, which brought up the 
rear of the brigade. Three beautiful platoons of 16 files 
front, with magnificent good distances and 
salutes, is something worth looking at and complimenting. 
The new State uniform looked ne vat and serviceab le. As the 
organizations reached the several points of starting they 
came into line, and then we were able to judge of the manner 
in which distances had been maintained. I'he 6th wheeled 
into line with hardly a gap, but the Ist and 2d showed a loss 
of distance, that required considerable dressing to obviate. 
This concluded the ceremony. The 6th immediately went to 
quarters ; the Ist came down in line of battle in fine style 
and halted immediately in front of Governor? Long. The 
regimental commander ordered the execution of the manual 
of arms, and we have seldom seen it surpassed for clock-like 
regularity and correct adherence to Upton. The 2d did sub- 
stantially the same movements, and we can conscientiously 
pay a high compliment to the regiment for its very great 
improvement over the work shown in 1879. Line for bri- 
gade dress parade was formed shortly after 4 Pp. m., and it 
was a beautiful spectacle indeed, the solid infantry organi- 
zations in their Zouave blue, flanked by the artillery and 
cavalry, with their red and yellow facings. The men stood 
like statues. How tedious it must have been, may well be 
imagined, when it is understood that it required fourteen 
full minutes for the consolidated bands to pass up the line 
and back. At the last notes of retreat from the trumpeters, 
a gun was fired by the artillery, and the camp color was 
lowered by the headquarter guard. Regimental and company 
dress parade by the different or gan izations closed the day's 
labors. The detail for the brigade guard was from the 6th 
regime.t, and at each regiment ar — separate company details 
were made for headquarters, the pump and sinks. What we 
said of guard duty in the 2d Brigade holds good for the Ist 
Brigade. It was intelligently pel formed, The sentries 
seemed to comprehend the importance of the work, and did 
it to the best of their ability There were times when 
errors occurred (when will they not with green men acquir- 
ing the rudiments?), but in many cases they arose from 
improper instruction on the part of the sergeant or corporal 
of the guard, and not from any ignorance in the sentry. 
Salutes were general, and we do not recall to mind the failure 
of a single sentry to salute an officer when passing his beat. 
Fora strict and careful routine of guard duty, we have never 
seen the Massachusetts militia equalled, Now for police 
duty. The camp was clean. Not a particle of rubbish could 
we find any where on the field, during our stroll about in the 
morning. We characterized the policeing of the 2d Brigade 
camp as “ thorough,” and we should have said that the 1st 
Brigade was even a little better in this respect, had we not in 
our strol] about the lines after dinner discovered the remains 
of half-a-dozen watermelons in the rear of the 1st regiment, 
It was a small point, perhaps, but that very thing counts. 
Military courtesy was general. Enlisted men invariably 
saluted commissioned officers. The discipline of the brigade 
was exemplary. There was no hesitancy or argument about 
the execution of any or allorders. Everything seemed to be 
done cheerfully, and pride was shown that when a thing was 
undertaken it should not be done by halves. Provost duty 
was well done, as we took occasion to look after its details 
more than once during the day. Outside the lines everything 
was systemized, even to the regulations provided the barge 
drivers. Few men were seen outside the lines, and they, 
presumably, had a pass, or the provost guard would have 
arrested them, in its absence, In conclusion, we must speak 
in terms of the highest praise of the Massachusetts camps. 
In years past it was a grand orgie, yes, a debauch, where the 
week was passed in jollification, and in doing as little work 
as possible. ‘To-day it is a regularly systemized tour of duty, 
and is carried out to the letter rhere is no boy's play about 
it ; it is strictly business. Men are informed as to the work 
in store for them before they enlist, and if they cannot 
faithfully carry out the rational work laid out for them they 
must ‘get out,” to use a familiar phrase. We must refer to 
our supplemental remarks upon rifle practice, as given in the 
notice of the 2d Brigade camp. Massachusetts system is 
grand, but it lacks that important part of every soldier's 
education—a knowledge of the use of the rifle. ‘The Massa- 
chusetts militia know comparatively little about rifle practice. 
It is doubtful if five-sixths of a company could hita barn 
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door at 100 yards, There are a few good shots out of the 
entire militia, but there are still less who can make an aver- 
age score before the butts. Why is not a correct system of 
rifle practice inaugurated in the old ‘ Bay” State? What 
is the present system (7) good for? Look at the few 
companies that take interest in it, and that is} sufticient 
answer to any one. Pattern after New York on rifle practice, 
but do not think because your camps are almost perfect that 
the highest point of efficiency is attained. 


Tur Tarrytown CELEBRATION.—So much attention has 
been given to the Centennial celebration of the capture of 
Major Andre at Tarrytown, on the 23d of September, 1780, 
that we need do no more here than to describe the military 
display which attended the unveiling of the statue erected in 
honor of Andre's captors, Paulding, “Williams, and Van Wert. 
The statue is a bronze figure, 8 ‘feet high, placed upon a 
granite pedestal 20 feet 8in. high. It represents Paulding 
holding a gun in his hand and standing with left foot ad- 
vanced in an attitude of attention, listening to approaching 
footsteps. 

The pose is natural, the action well expressed, and the 
modelling excellent. The dress is that of a civilian of the 
time, the figure being that of a young man, well built and 
with handsome features. The inscription commemorates the 
event. The statue is the work of Wm. R. O'Donovan, the 
sculptor, and was cast at the foundry of Maurice J. Power, 
N. Y. City. The celebration lasted from early morning till 
far into the night, visitors steadily pouring into the village 
by tens of thousands, and was the grandest Tarrytown ever 
saw. Speeches, music, military, firemen, and fireworks were 
the features, the parade being the main attraction. 

The reviewing party consisted of six members of Gov. 
Cornell's staff, under Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall. Major-Gen. J. 
W. Husted was the grand marshal, the passage being a 
mere marching salute. The National Guard was under com- 
mand of Brig.-Gen. Blauvelt, 7th Brigade, with a staff of 
nine, all saluting well, and closely followed by Separate Troop 
E, Mt. Vernon, Capt. Jarvis, two platoons, 12 front, well 
mounted and making an excellent appearance. 

sjattery C, 3d U. 8. Artillery, under Major Sinclair, with 4 
guns and caissons, were in their usual splendid shape, but 
the narrgwness of the road prevented a brilliant passage, the 
officers being so crowde das to almost prevent the salutes. 
The boys from the school ship Minnesota, four companies, 20 
files, with a gun squad, and four howitzers next passed, the 
ranks being crowded and salutes of officers poor. The com- 
mandants of two companies failed to salute or recognize the 
reviewing Officer. 

Next came the Governor's Guard of Hartford, 4 platoons, 
12 files, single rank, under Major Fisher, their quaint uni- 
forms of a hundred years ago, steady marching and solid 
alignments eliciting rounds of applause. The commandants 
of the second and fourth platoons failed to salute. The 22d 
N. Y., headed by Gilmore’s band, were the next to pass, 8 
companies, 20 front, with Col. Porter in command. The 
staff failed to salute, in fact they did not have their swords 
drawn. The marching of the men was of a very ordinary 
description, the alignments were not good, while distances 
were excessive. The salutes of the officers were as a rule 
poor, and one lieutenant passed in total oblivion of the ex- 
istence of the reviewing officer, while a captain passed with 
his sword at the poise of a non-com. staff officer. However, 
as this officer had but lately been promoted he clearly forgot 
his new rank and passed as in old times. Asa whole it was a 
decidedly poor showing for the 22d regiment. 

The 7lat N. Y. followed, under Col. Vose, 8 companies, 16 
files, compact and solid. The staff saluted with the colonel, 
gracefully and in unison. The marching was splendid, align- 
ments of the very best, and distances nearly perfect. The 
only error of distance was between the sixth and seventh 
companies. The salutes were as a rule fair. We have rarely 
seen the American Guard to such good advantage ; officers 
and men were on their mettle, the result being that the regi- 
ment carried off the honors of the parade. It received re- 
peated and well merited applause. 

The 16th N. Y. Battalion, Yonkers, with six commands, 16 
files, under Lieut.-Col. Cooley, passed in miserable shape. 
The marching distances, alignme suts, and salutes were posi- 
tively bad. They could not well have been worse. The 
colonel failed to order the arms to the ‘‘ carry” at the pre- 
scribed 50 yards from the reviewing officer, the consequence 
being that the pieces were not changed until the companies 
were immediately in front of the reviewing stand, and then 
each executed the movementin turn. In ordering the change 
of arms, the men being at the ‘‘ support,” most of the com- 
pany commanders faced about to superintend the execution, 
and thereby forgot to salute, while the change at that parti- 
cular time broke both step and alignments. The passage was 
the worst of the day. The credit of the 5th Division was, 
however, saved by the handsome appearance of the 23d Sep. 
Co. Infantry of Hudson, the two platoons passing in splendid 
shape, with steady step and perfect alignments. The com- 
pany was one of the best in the line, and fully the equal of 
any in either the 22d or 71st regiments. Four platoons of 
cadets closed the military portion of the procession. The 
Grand Army posts under Gen. Robertson followed, the fire 
department bringing up the rear. The column was just one 
hour in passing. 


Tae Boston CreLepration.—The visiting military organi- 
zations which took part in the ceremonies attending the cele- 
bration of Boston’s 250th anniversary were commanded by 
Brevet Colonel Alanson M, Randol, captain Ist Artillery, not 
‘*General Ranall,”’ as printed. In reference to this parade, 
Col. Randol has written as follows to Gen. E, L. Moli- 
neux, commanding 11th Brigade, 2d N. Y. Division :

As the Secretary 
of War is absent from Washington, the Adjutant-General 
withholds these reports from publication until the Secretary 
has seen them, as they will form a part of his annual report 
to Congress. 


Forty-sevENTH New York (BROoKLYN).—The rifle prac- 
tice—class firing —1880, in this regiment, was completed Sept. 
27, a detachment of 183 officers and men, under Col. Brownell, 
reporting at Creedmoor shortly after 9 o'clock a,m. The 
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practice was commenced in the 3d and 2d classes, one on each

Major M. B. Farr, Inspector 11th 
Brigade, taking charge of the 2d class. 121 men shot at 100 
and 150 yards, of whom 83 qualified, 69 per cent. These men 
were at once transferred to the East range, and the work at 
300 yards all completed before the rest for luncheon. Shortly 
after 1 P. mu. the shooting was resumed at 400 yards, while 
those entitled to compete for the marksman’s badge were 
mustered in rear of the 200 yards’ targets on the West field, 
under Major Farr. 111 officers and men shot in the 2d class, 
of whom 40 secured the requisite 50 per cent. for qualitica- 
tion. Of these 40, however, 22 were debarred from shooting 
for the marksman’s decoration, they goi through the 
classes on this day. The remaining first , &. men, 34 in 
number, then completed the score for the badge, 15 quali- 
fying as follows: Capt. G. W. Schafer, F. Backofen, Lieut. 
E. Walker, G. 8 Tuttle, E. Vardeckberg, Wm. H. Barlow, 
Wm. Tredwell, W. H. Seibert, G. W. Peasell, G. B. Crooker, 
Capt. D. C. Sullivan, Thos. Huntington, Lieut. J. G. Eddy, 
Sgts. F. J. Veritzan, H. F. Clark. 

The companies were then assembled and squaded in rear 
of the long targets for file and volley firing. This 
was, however, unsatisfactory, the large number of recruits 
and green men interfering with the figures. This file and 
volley tiring, if intended to count on the regimental figure of 
merit, should only be held on the first day's practice, 
then marksmen and those in the classes s ould aan. of 
course it is well to continue the firing in mass for i 
during the other days of the year, but the results should not 
count in the figure of merit.

FILE FIRING—TWO HUNDRED YARDS. 
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Tue Twenry-rump N. Y. on Boston Common.—Boston 
common, in the vicinity of the parade ground, was cov- 
ered with an immense concourse of spectators on Saturday, 
Sept. 18, who had gathered at that spot to witness the review 
and dress parade of the famous 23d of Brooklyn, which had 
been tendered to his Excellency, Gov.

The cadets pre- 
sented a very handsome appearance, four solid 
commands of sixteen files front, an unusual strong one for 
that organization. Their marching was uniform, and what 
little they had to do was well done. When all was in readi- 
ness ranks were handsomely opened and a beautiful salute 
was given his Excellency. During the passage of the review- 
ing Officer and party around the line the steadiness of the 
men was above criticism. Nota man moved, and statues 
not have shown Jess life. In wheeling to the right-in f 
column of companies, every command madea good wheel, bu! 
several companies were slow in dressing. The band did not take 
sufficient distance, and, when the regiment stepped off, the 
leading company, pressed up against the band, was obliged 
to mark time until it gained the proper interval, ca the 
whole regiment to gain distance and mark time, 
could be regained.

The trip up the sound was enlivened by 
the music of the new regimental band ; but the ardor of the 
men was dampened by :he dull and lowering clouds which 
augured astorm.

position in the woods at the top of the hill, the detachment 
being considered as the enemy. It will thus be seen that no 
time was wasted. Tne main body then advanced, the strains 
of martial music awakening the echoes of the distant bills. 
The route was through a winding shady lave up a rather 
steep incline, flanked by the Bay, the grounds and verandabs 
of the houses and cottages along tho line being thronged 
with the residents and visitors who warmly applauded the 
regiment. Arrived at the top of the bill, the band and drum 
corps were sent to the rear, and the work of the day was com- 
menced. Companies K, Capt. Fackner, and E, Lieut. Mosher, 
were detailed as skirmishers under Col. Cruger. the reserve 
being held by Lieut.-Col. Wilson. The advance was then 
taken up, and after marching about a quarter of a mile, the 
pickets of the enemy were observed. The skirmishers were 
at once deployed, the men going forward cautiously, and 
being kept well in hand by the officers. After passing 
through a belt of woods, the enemy came into full view, and 
a sharp skirmish fire was at once opened from both sides 
The tiring was deliberate, and apparently told on the enemy, 
for he -iowly though steadily retreated. Through woods and 
brush and over fences and hedges the advance and retreat 
were con‘inued, Major Jones endeavoring to gradually assem- 
ble bis skirmishers, so as to form a new front. The move- 
ment was, however, quickly noticed by Lieut. Mosher, who 
held the right of the advancing line, and an effort was made, 
by a rapid wheel to the right, to * pocket” the left flank of 
the enemy. Capt. Reddy, however, was equal to the emer- 
gency, and after checking the advance by a steady fire from 
Co. H, his mep retreated on the run, clearing three fences, 
and halting in a large tield and under cover of the 
woods. Here a new line was formed, and the Major 
was enabled to retreat in good order. Capt. Fackner en- 
deavored to assist the left of the advancing line in the 
flank movement, but a row of thick brush and several 
very high fences impeded the rapidity of his men, and 
he reached the open, ouly to see the movement a failure 
Up to this time everything had worked to a charm, the men 
were exceedingly steady and promptly obeyed the orders of 
the officers, while the spectators were delighted with the 
mimic action. A very amusing incident, and one which 
strongly rewinded many of the participants of the late un- 

leasantness occurred during the flank movement of Co. E. 

he newspaper correspondents, to obtain a better view of the 
manceuvres, attached themselves to Major Jones s command, 
and in the sudden advance of Lieut. Mosher they were caught 
between the two lines. A flag of truce in the shape of a 
handkerchief caused a cessation of the firing, and the news- 
paper men were glad to get clear of the contending lines ; 
they were received with laughter by the spectators. Hardly 
had the Major completed his new formation when a storm of 
rain broke over the troops, and as the skirmishers had doffed 
kuapsacks and overcoats they were quickly wetted to the 
skin, while the spectators scampered to the shelter of friendly 
trees. ‘The tiring was, however, continued, the Major's force 
being driven back step by step to the very edge of the field, 
where the bugle sounded ‘cease firing.” Col. Crager had 
intended to advance his main body up the lane, and by a 
movement on the flank and rear, place the enemy between 
two fires, and so force a surrender, but the rain came down 
in such sheets that the movement was abandoned and the 
meu directed to return to the landing, where a capital dinner 
soon put them in good spirits. Although the work of the 
morning was sadly interfered with by the storm, both officers 
and meu had received some experience of the duty required 
from an advanced guard in an enemy's country, while the 
skirmish drills of the past winter were explaizred by move- 
ments in the field. [t was a novelty to the spectators of this 
mimic fight to see the men take advantage of every shelter, 
drop flat on the ground, rest the rifle on a stump or fallep 
tree, and take deliberate aim at an imaginary foe. It is good 
training for both otticers and men, and the misfortune is that 
the State troops do not have more of it. 

The hearts of the soldiers were made glad by the appear- 
ance of the sky after dinner, and a clear afternoon wasa 
surety. The companies were quickly formed and marched to 
the large tieid, the closing scene of the skirmish drill, where 
it was to be reviewed and inspected by Brevet Brigadier-Gen. 
Olyphant, Luspector Ist Brigade. General Orders direct in- 
Spectors to make & minute inspection of each company of 
their brigades once in each year, and report the result in 
a figure of merit, in numbers present, general appearance, 
drili, and discipline, and condition of arms, umforms, and 
equipments, Gen. Ward certainly made a happy choice in 
selecting the field day of the 12th as the occasion of their 
inspection, and though the regiment would suffer in num- 
ber présent—the parade being considered a volunteer one 
for the pleasure and instruction of the men, and not one 
in which the full terms of the law of absence was carried 
out—it certainly would gain in points on drill and discip- 
line ; 80 one would counterbalance the other. In the city 
the attendance would be greater, but the movements would 
be restricted and the iuspecting officer would have little 
chance to judge of the eticiency of the command. The 
review was taken by Col. Cruzer, accompanied by Gen. Oly- 
phant, Lieut.-Col. Wilson in commund, and seldom has a Na- 
tional Guard regiment shown to better advantage. The 
weather was cool, so the men wore the gray overcoats with 
knapsacks, and though there was but a fraction over 300 men 
in line, the commaud looked large and compact. The in- 
spection of the line could not be improved on, the men being 
as steady as pussible, while the passage over the green turf 
was one of the very best the command bas ever made, so far 
as marching, distances, and alignments were concerned. The 
salutes of officers were but medium, several being very poor. 
The wheel into line proved that the distances were per- 
fect, the dress being a mere matter of conforming to the 
tactics. The steadiness of the line at the closing present 
was marred by the second man on the right of the first 
company. This fine soldier, who cared more for his per- 
sonal comfort than the credit of his organization, deliver- 
ately took out a white handkerchief to wipe his face while 
the ranks were being opened. The regiment was next 
broken into column for inspection, the full details of the 
ceremony being carried out to the satisfaction of the in- 
specting officer, We doubt, howeve~, if he can report the 
arms in good condition, for after the powder and rain of 
the morning, there is a full week's work for the armorer to put 
them in their usual bright condition Overcoats and knap- 
sacks were then doffed, and the work of the day closed with

Neither time ner money hus been spared, and the building, 
“from turret to foundation stone,” is really a thing of 
beauty. The main drill room, under the deft brushes of the 
artists, bas been given a most pleasing effect. The roof and 
trusses have been ornamented, bright colors, so blended as 
to please the eye, meet one on every hand. On the western 
wall has been painted the coat of arms of the regiment, its 
well known motto, *‘ Pro patria et gloria,” standing out in 
full prominence. Around the walls and above the wainscot- 
ing 1s a strip of very handsome frescoing, about three feet 
broad, the general effect being still further heightened by 
the designs painted on each buttress. Along the north and 
south ends are two 1ows of settees with mahogany panels and 
oak frames, the rich color contrasting with the drab and 
green of the walls. In the galleries at the east and west 
euds are 1,096 settees for the benetit of visitors, while a nove! 
clock seven feet square ornaments the east wall, and needs 
to be seen to be appreciated. We might go on in this strain 
and elaborate the many beauties of this noble hall, and at the 
end feel that we have not done it justice. It is grand and 
imposing and well worthy of its occupants. The stairs lead- 
ing to the ‘‘administration building” are of iron, covered 
with oak, and the general effect impresses the beholder with 
the solidity of the whole structure. On the first floor are the 
rooms of the Colonel and Board of Olficers ; a silver tablet 
over each door denoting its use for the information of 
strangers. Tne Colonel's quarters are fitted up in quiet col- 
ors, the furniture is upholstered in raw silk, the wainscoting 
of mahogany, the whole being tasteful and rich, The room 
of the council of officers is indeed a princely apartment. 
The wainscoting and furniture are of old mahcgany. and over 
the beautiful fireplace is a large portrait of Washington, by 
Rembrandt Peale, and underneath it, on a brass plate, the 
following inascrivtion : 

“The Seventh Regiment was founded at the Shakespeare 
Tavern, corner of Falton and Nassau streets, August 25, 1334.” 

Two large glazed mahogany cases contain the colors and 
war flags of the regiment, presented during the past fifty 
years. A life-sized portrait of Col. Clark in fatigue uniform 
also adorns the walls. The ceiling is elaborately frescoed. 
while white silk shades, embellished with ancient ornaments, 
weapons of war, etc., hang over the windows. Adjoining this 
apartment isthe reception room. Nothing has been spared 
to make the appointments of this room complete in all their 
details. A large painting of the ‘Storming of Fort McHenry,” 
presented to the regiment by the City of Baltimore before 
the war, adorns the walls. There is also a painting by Gif- 
ford of the 7th regiment in camp at Frederick, Md., in 1563. 
The library in the centre of the west end is intended to con- 
tain 15.000 volumes, and these will appertain to military mat- 
ters exclusively.

On the second floor are the 
headquarters, Adjutant’s room, and the rooms of the com- 
panies, and as each company has been allowed to furnish its 
own room according to its own taste, many have been fitted 
up in a most lavish manner. Space will not permit of our 
describing each room in detail, and it is hard indeed for one 
not a connoisseur to decide which is the most tastefal. 
Probably the quarters of Co. A are the most elaborate. The 
lockers and furniture are of mahogany, and a Berlin rug cov- 
ers the floor. The fire-place is ornamented ou either side 
with bas-relief figures of soldiers in full-dress and fatigue 
uniforms. The andirons represent two stands of muskets, 
each stand resting on a knapsack. The room of Co. I hasa 
balcony on one side, providing access to additional lockers. 
The windows are shaded by heavy Berlin curtains. Co. K's 
room is feudal-like, with its latticed windows and high-backed 
chairs.

The many minute suggestions of the inspecting 
officer concerning the apparel of the men and their manner 
of wearing it, might have seemed trivial to many, but atten- 
tion to details in dress shows the soldier as well as prompt 
obedience to orders. That the men are not properly “set 
up ' is as much. the fault of the lax militia system under 
which the organizations languish, as of their officers, 
must come in for their share of the
